As rapldly as possible the old
inotor busgses are belng replaced with
machines equipped with the Knight
typa sleeve valve molor.

In a letter to the F. B, Stearns Com-
pany, manufacturers of the Stearns-

Knjght car, the Inventor, Charles Y.
HKnizht, glves detalls of the chaesls
used for thls service -and states that
some 350 have been put Into commls-
sion up to this time. Continuing, he
sayn: "Forty of these bussss have now
run an average of 20,000 miles each
upon the London streets, carrying thair
average load up to forty passengers
ench, and starting and stopping al-|
most every minute of the day. THe
gear ratio I8 7 to 1, an dthess busses
are frequently oplled upon td do twen-
ty-five milea an hour, which moans
about 1,600 revolutions per minute of
the englne. The succeas of the sleeve
valve for this work has been as start-
ling as it hds been gratifylng. Where
poppet valve motors In the same ga-
rages, dolng the same amount of worlc
required an enormous amount of
work, adjustment and tinkering with
valvas, cleaning carbon from cylinders,
and presented almost certaln loss of
power after hat\ing been In use for a
considerable time the slesve valve mo-
‘tors have continued to {mprove, gained
power, cut down petrol ‘consumption
and required almost no cars beyond the
mere attentlon of refllling the tanks
with lubricant and fuel. The average
dally run of these busses is 100 miles.”

=50 miles, and as the gasolene tank

held sixteen gallons, and from his pre-
vious tests while on this tour, he
found he hued averaged about elghteen
miles to a gallon of gasolene, from
the above facts he judged that he
shiould have about about two or three
gallons of gasolene left. Rather than
take A chance of running short, he
left word with the garage man to flll
up his gasoléne tank while he went
down a few doors to get a bite to eat.
Ho returned to the garage, having
finished his lunch, and, asked.thie man
how much he owed him for the gas-

olene. The reply was:
“Twenty-six cents a gallon, and 1
put in seventeen gallons 2]
“"How much did you put In?*
“Why—ubout seventeen gallons."

“"Sure you nre not mistaken?”

“Absolutely.”

“Well, I huappen lo know you are,
ad the tank will unly hold sixteen gal-
lons, and 1 had at least two gallons
in the tank.'”

Alter u little hacking and hawling,
the garage man finally admitted that
he might have made a mistake.

The above incident only goes to show
what the puhllc is up against In deal-
ing with unscrupulous garage men.

An automoblle tour to Luray Caverns
and Natural Bridge Is planned for the
first week In June, and will be run
under the personal direction of L. AL
Foster, of the Foster Motor Car Com-
pany.
